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1 . This office action, in response to the amendment and the request for continued 
examination, is a final office action. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/22/2004 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Amended claims 1-14 have overcome the previous art and are allowed. Claim 15 
was previously indicated as allowed. New claims 16 and 17 are rejected using the art of 
the previous office action. Claim 16 is substantially the same as claim 1 prior to the 
amendment of 3/22/2004 and claim 17 is substantially the same as claim 9 prior to the 
amendment of 3/22/2004. Applicant has changed the "adding" and "addition signal" 
function to "performing a calculation" and a "calculation signal" respectively in each of 
the claims. This is merely a renaming of a signal. All claims are drawn to the same 
invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
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application. No discussion for the allowability of these claims is provided other than 
applicant's statement of "As for new claims 16 and 17, it is respectively submitted that 
each of the new claims 16 and 17 recites subject matter that is neither disclosed nor 
suggested by the cited prior art". The examiner, respectfully, disagrees and this 
statement is not persuasive. For this reason, this office action is made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
the instant application's disclosed prior art. 

Regarding claims 16 and 17, the instant application's disclosed prior art, 
specifically figure 1, discloses a signal processing circuit. Element 12 is the decision 
feedback equalizer (page 1, lines 10-15). The equalizer waveform equalizes a digital 
signal (RD) in accordance with a clock signal (CLK). 

A timing recovery phase locked loop (element 16) is disclosed for generating a 
clock signal. The clock signal will have substantially the same phase as the digital signal 
once equalization has been achieved. Element 12 comprises a prefilter 21, a decision 
circuit connected to the prefilter 22, a shift register 24 connected to the decision circuit, 
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a feedback filter 25 and a loop control circuit 17 which monitors the output data signal 
and controls the switches. 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sawada et al (US 6,600,779) discloses a method and apparatus 
of waveform equalizing a signal as shown in figures 4 and 8. 

6. This is an RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/263,766. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
